quality to meet consumer demand, 
more convenient packaging, and the 
increased use of cheese in the various 
so-called cheese specialties. Among the 
more important new developments in 
the manufacture and marketing of 
cheese during the last two decades 
must be mentioned the production of 
process cheese about 11 years ago, the 
development of artificially refrigerated 
curing roms and with it more scientific 
curing methods, and the invention of 
means for miu'kcting natural cheese in 
packages more convenient to the re- 
tailer." 


Improved quality . . . more scientific 


curing methods . . . more convenient 
packaging . . . better marketing . . . 
increased use of cheese—important ad- 
vances in the last twenty years. 


It is no mere coincidence that James 


L. Kraft, founder and president of the 
House of Kraft, got into the cheese 
business just a few years before those 
things started to happen.

The company maintains a regular live- 
stock division, and periodically puts on 
a Dairy Field Day—the first on every 
cheese plant's schedule being the an- 
niversary party, which comes to Hope 
this Saturday. 


The local cheese factory will bo 


open to public inspection that day, 
and visitors will be received by the 
plant personnel:

and Garland Pate, his assistant. 


Creation of a new whole-milk mar- 


ket here by the establishing of the 
cheese plant has brought a farm "pay- 
roll" in the shape of milk checks a- 
mounting at the top to ?250 a day, or 
nearly $90,000 a year. 
This is only 


the beginning, according to Kraft of- 
ficials, for the factory has a capacity 
of three times the milk offered to 
date.

It is one of the few cheeses in 
the world which has not yet been 
successfully produced anywhere ex- 
cept in its native locality. The deli- 
racy is as much sought after today 
>y epicures as it was hundreds of 
years ago, yet it is still produced in 
the same caves, by the same processes 
of nature, jealously guarded by the 
natives and prized by all true lovers 
of cheese. 


Roquefort is first mentioned in a 
hronicle of the Monastery of Con- 
ques, dating from the year 1070 and it 
was exploited by this monastery until 
he time of the French revolution. 
Made from the milk of sheep grazing 
n the uplands of Gevennes, matured

Roquefort is ;i white semi-hard cheese 
with delicate green veins of flavorful 
mold running through it.

evolved quite by accident. 


Origin of Roquefort 


A shepherd tending his flock on these 


same Cevennes uplands ten centuries 
ago. 
left his lunch of barley bread 


and native cheese made of sheep's 
milk in a cave near the town of 
Roquefort, to keep it cool until noon- 
time. But his flocks were wayward, 
and a sudden storm forced him to 
drive them to shelter far from the 
cache whe<-e his bread and cheese 
were concealed. In passing the cave 
some weeks later he thought to look 
for his abandoned lunch. The barley 
bread was spoiled, heavy with black 
mold. The cheese he found covered 
with a delicate green'mold. He nib- 
bled a bite of the cheese and found it 
delicious with a flavor he had never 
before encountered. Since the cave 
appeared to have some magic property 
lie determined to repeat the experi- 
ment, leaving a second luncheon of 
newly made cheese and barley bread. 
Returning after two. weeks' time, he 
found that the interesting phenomenon 
had again occurred. The cheese was 
interlaced with a delicate filament of 
green mold, imparting a strangely de- 
licious flavor. 
His 
discovery was 


seized upon by the Conquest Monks, 
and taking the name of Roquefort, it 
has been such ever since. Nowhere 
else in nature but in the cool, damp 
and draughty air of the Combalva 
caves is Roquefort cheese possible. It 
must be made of sheep's milk. So 
important is this delicacy that gen- 
uine Roquefort cheese is protected 
with a distinctive Roquefort label, 
picturing a sheep, to connotate its 
manufacture from sheep's milk. No 
other cheese may be sold under the 
name of Roquefort. Even cheese of a 
somewhat similar type, produced only 


local product, with no particular name, 
he insisted that this hiterto unknown 
careity should be called Camembert 
cheese from the town of Camembert 
where it was first made, and Camem- 
bert cheese it has ever since remained. 
The story has it that Napoleon stopped 
to kiss the maiden who first presented 
him with Camembert. Madame Marie 
Harel, the peasant woman who origi- 
nated this famous French delicacy, at- 
tained immortality thus, and a statue 
honoring her stands in the market 
place of her Normandy village today, 
to which thousands of Camembert de- 
votees annually journey to pay their 
homage. 


It is the proud boast of the American 


cheese industry thut this most delic- 
ious and temperamental of nil cheeses 
is now made in America with such 
finesse and exactitude that cheese 
connoisseurs frequently prefer Amer- 
ican-mad^ Camembert to that im- 
ported from the original Normandy 
village. 


Type for Every Nation 


Every country has developed a dis- 


tinctive type of cheese. Jn the Valley 
of Emmenthal, Switzerland, the Al- 
pine peasant showed special skill 'in 
making the cheese known for more 
than 400 years as Emmenthal or Swiss 
Emmenthal. Equally famous is the 
Grupere type of Swiss chee."je. Swiss 
cheese of surpassing flavor and 
cellenceae well asGpupere 


a few miles away from Roquefort, is 
called Bleu cheese and may not en- 
:hoach upon the name or fame of 
Roquefort. 


Legend has connected another va- 


riety of cheese with the name of the 
Jreat Napoleon. During one of his 
•apid cross-country trips in the wake 
of his victorious army, he was served 
vith a most delicious soft cheese at a 
small-town inn. Upon hearing that

Umberg, Belgium, is responsible for 


the introduction of a cheese which has 
provided the world, not onjy with u 
rare though odoriferous soft cheese, 
but with a subject of jest wherever 
Limburger is mentioned. 
Although 


the odor of Limburger is the source 
of much amusement, the inevitable 
flavor is also the source of much true 
enjoyment to connoisseurs of fine 
cheeses. 


Holland wharves for many hundreds 


of years have displayed a picturesque 
and interesting type of cheese char- 
acteristic of Holland cheese manu- 
facture: the Edam and the Gouda, the 
two principal cheeses of Holland. Both 
are covered with an attractive, bril- 
liant red coating. Edams are cannon- 
ball shaped, 
whereas Goudas are 


flat, round discs, about three inches 
thick and ten to twelve inches in 
diameter.

The little village of Chester on the 


River Dee, stronghold against the 
Roman invasion, has produced o cheese 
famous all over the world. Cheshire 
cheese was famous in the days of 
Queen Elizabeth. And in 1825 it is 
still recorded in English history, the 
people of Chester presented his Royal 
Highness the Duke of York with the 
largest Cheshire cheese made up to 
that time, a Cheshire weighing 149 
pounds (apparently the original proto- 
type of our present-day mammoth 
cheeses, which frequently are made 
to weigh 300, 500, 1000 and even 2000 
pounds).

The production of elicesc in the 


United Stntes began with the early 
sottlotricnts, although at that time it 
was made only in the home or on the 
tram by crude methods. When Euro- 
pean emigrants bcgnn coming to Amer- 
ica In large number!), they naturally 
brought with them their own methods 
of cheese-making and their liking 
/or the varieties they hnd known. New 
York nnd Pennsylvania, w.lh their 
large population of English and Dutch 


• colonists, took up the manufacture <tf 
Cheddars, Edams, etc., similar to the 
varieties they had made in their old 
homes. In like manner the first Swiss 
cheese making in America was started 
by t\ Swiss colony wlvk-h settled near 
Alliance, Ohio.

The development of the In- 
dustry there was so rapid that Wis- 
consin soon became the leading cheese 
state In the Union, surpassing New 
York in production. Today there are 
more than 2800 country cheese

lories in the state of Wisconsin and 
they make more than 58 per cent of nil 
cheese manufactured in this country. 


The Wisconsin Swiss cheese industry, 


too, 
grew so rapidly that Southern 


Wisconsin 
became 
known as the 


"Switzerland of America" and the des- 
cendants of these one-liinc Swiss 
peasants »rc now producing a cheese 
equivalent in quality, texture, flavor, 
and appearance to the finest product 
ever made by their forefathers. 


Washington, Oregon, California and 


Indiana, as well us Idaho and Colorado, 
produce large quantities of cheese. The 
Southeast nnd the Southwest are also 
coining to the front as cheese-making 
sections and the same is true with 
some sections of Minnesota, Iowa and 
Northern Illinois. During recent years 
the development of the cheese indus- 
try in the Southeastern and 
South- 


western states has been an important 
one and has been instrumental in pro- 
viding Southeastern and Southwestern 
farmers with one of their important 
cash crops, aiding in the diversification 
of agricultural products, ao long pro- 
moted in the South. 


The making of cheese in the home 


has practically ceased in the United 
States and the production of com- 
mercially-made cheese which has tak- 
en its place now exceeds 600,000,000 
pounds annually.

Arkansas Is Alive 


MORO, Ark.—(/P)—A. M. Waldrlp, 


former Arkansas athlete and physical 
education director of the New Lon- 
don (Texas) consolidated school,•: noti- 
fied relatives here Friday that he sur- 
vived tlie New London disaster. 


Previously he had been listed among 


the dead. 


NEW LONDON, Texas. — (/P) — Six 


hundred and 70 children and teachers' 
were feared killed late Thursday when 
an explosion tore to bits the 51,000,000 
New London Consolidated School in 
the heart of the vast East Texas oij, 
fields. Three hundred bodies had been 
found. Principal 'rroy Doiran said he 
believed the dead would reach 670. 


Chaos developed at the scene and 


Gov. Jaines V. Allred declaired martial 
law in the precinct, ordered in Na- 
'tional Guard troops and instructed a 
military Court of Inquiry to be set up 
to begin an investigation. 


The governor acted when thousands 


of .sightseers rushed to New London 
blocked relief work and civil officials 
v c u unable to control the situation. 


The governor requested radio com» 


paints to broadcast an appeal for peo- 
ple with no business there to stay 
away from New London. 


Reel Cross nurses and doctors by the 


score rushed to allay the confusion 
here—1,000 oil field workers tore at the 
debris, frenzied parents strove to find 
their children and hundreds of curious 
blocked the highways. 


Accumulation of Gas 


Supt, W. C. Shaw, who lost a son in 


the explosion, believed that it was 
caused by an accumulation of gas. 
Shaw said that accumulated gas in 4 
space between the floor of the two- 
story building and the ground un- 
doubtedly caused the explosion. The 
building was heated by gas-steam 
radiators and there was no main boiler. 


740 in Building 


Seven hundred pupils and 40 teach- 


ers were in the building—most of them 
in the auditorium. 


It was 3:20 p. m.—just 10 minutes 


before dismissal hour. 


Suddenly with tremendous force the 


walls of the building began to shake. 
Teachers and students were trapped. 


A low rumble sounded. 
Many 


thought it was a boiler explosion. 


There was an ear-hammering explo- 


sion after the grumbling roar that 
preceded the blast The roof then 
moved up, the walls crashed outward, 
and tho roof fell into the wreckage, 
crushing those- witfiin. 


The high school building was wreck- 


ed. Flames shot forth for a time. 
nearby stood the B-ade school—empty 
—its several hundred pupils having
